A 
family  of  rare  and  beautiful  dwarf  subshrubs 
thriving  in  sunny,  well  drained  positions  on 
the  rock  garden. 

A  trailing  species  bearing 
heads  of  bright  pink  flowers.  9  inches.  April-
